Ordinance  Amendment #5-2018 authored by the Oneida County Planning and Development
Committee to amend Section 9.17, Unsafe Structures and Article 10, Definitions, of the Oneida
County Zoning and Shoreland Protection Ordinance as follows:
9.17 PROHIBITION AGAINST UNSAFE STRUCTURES

Unsafe and/or dilapidated structures are prohibited in Oneida County. The Zoning
Administrator, Beputy Assistant Zoning Administrator, Land Use Specialist or Zoning Inspector
Technician may act, pursuant to sec. 66-05 66.0413, Wis. Stats., when the safety and welfare of the
public requires immediate action, said Zoning authorities may enter the premises, with assistance
from town or County protective services personnel as may be necessary, and cause such structure to
be made safe or removed. The expense of such work shall be recovered by the County against the
owner or occupant.

ARTICLE 10 — DEFINITIONS

Unsafe Structures: An unsafe structure is one that is found to be dangerous to the life,
health, property, safety of the public, or the occupants of the structure by not providing
minimum_safequards to protect occupants or because such structure contains unsafe
conditions due to abandonment or lack of maintenance or is so damaged, decayed,
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dilapidated, structurally unsafe, or of such faulty construction or unstable foundation that
partial or complete collapse is possible.

Mr. Jennrich read the Notice of Public Hearing into the record. It was published in the Northwoods
River News on April 3 and April 10, 2018. Proof of publication is contained in the file. It was
posted on the Oneida County Courthouse Bulletin Board on March 29, 2018. There is no
correspondence in the file.
